cent of the 
so-called indirect tax 


measures, is a continuation with cer- 
tain enlargements of the old secured 
debt tax law which expired last year. 
Most ot this tax com.es fioai New 
York city. 


The principal features apply chiefly 


to mortgages or .bonds secured by real 
pioperty outside of the »t»te, or a 
portion of tH'e value when thf nrrm- 
erty is both within and without -tho 
state; to bonds and notes Mcured by 
rhe deposit of any valuable iecurities 
nnd those forming parts of series and 
not payable within a year tad not se- 
i.ured by deposits or pledge of any 
collateral securities. 
The law does 


not apply to 
ordinary promi-ssory 


notes or shares of stock. 


The tax is at a rate of twenty cents 


per annum on each one hundred dol- 
lars of face value of investment. 
It 


is paid to the state comptroller who 
is required to affix stamps with the 
investment as evidence ot the pay- 
ment. 
These are therea.ft«i exempt- 


ed from the persona-l property tax for 
the period for which the tax has been 
paid. 
If this registration uax is not 


paid, the owner becomes liable to the 
rersonal property assessment for such 
investments andjs not allowed to de- 
duct indebtedness therefrom. 


The investment tax represents a
